SUICIDE OF AN UNKNOWN MAN 
FROM A WHARFBOAT. 


DRESSED LIKE A GENTLEMAN. 


Threw Off His Prince Albert Coat and 
Jumped Before Anyone Could 
Stop Him.

An unknown man jumped from a wharf 
boat at the foot of Arsenal street at 9:46 
o'clock Saturday morning and was drowned. 
The body was not recovered. 

John Baker of 1554 South Second street, 
employed by the St. Louis Basket and Box 
Factory, witnessed the suicide, 

The unknown walked calmly down Ar- 
senal street to the wharf boat. He ap- 
peared to be about 35 years old, 5 feet 7 or 
8 inches high and weighed about 150 pounds. 
He had light hair and a long moustache. He 
wore a long black Prince Albert coat, gray 
check trousers and brown fedora hat. 

He was very deliberate in his movements 
until he crossed the wharfboat and no one 
paid much attentions to his movements. 
He stood for a moment gazing at the 
ewiftly flowing muddy water. His hands 
were thrust in his trousers pockets and he 
looked intently at the water. 

Suddenly he looked up and cast his eyes 
Then he hastily jerked his coat 
off and threw it on the wharfboat. He 
threw his hat on {t, and without a mo- 
ment’s hesitation plunged head first into 
the river. 

Baker, who was on the river’s hank, did 
not divine the man’s intentions until it was 


around, 


too late to interfere. 

Then the man jumped. Baker shouted to 
some men working near by, and they rushed 
to the place where the man had plunged 
in. He did not rise, and the swiftly-flowing 
current whirled the body rapidly away. 

Baker picked up the coat and hat and 
took them to the Second District Police 
Station. There were no papers nor marks 
on the clothing by which its owner could be 
identified. 


WHEAT BROKE A RECORD.. 


Five Thousand Bushels Sold for $1 a 
Bushel. 


May wheat broke a record of six years’ 
standing Saturday morning by reaching the 
dollar mark. 

Trading in the May option is very light 
but the price has been around 99c for several 
days. 

Saturday there was only one transaction, 
the sale of 5,000 bushels at $1 a bushel to 
Chris. Martin by P. P. Williams. 

The price was not considered high in view 
of the fact that cash wheat has sold at 
$1.08. Still the effect on other options was 
noticeable. 

Shortly after the sale July wheat took an 
upward shoot. From the opening at 8lt¢c 
the price went as high as 82%c. The boom 
did not last long and the reaction which fol- 
lowed carried the quotation down to 
82% @82%\c, the closing price. 

Despite the wide range there was little 
trading in the pit. The advance was largely 
Speculative and caused scarcely a ripple of 
excitement. 


CHEAPER ALUMINUM. 


The Rare Metal Coming Down Owing 
to Larger Production. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 24.—The 
fact has been recognized among metal 
workers that the sole obstacle to the wide 
use of aluminum was its high cost as com- 
pared with other useful metals. Therefore, 
it will be good news to learn through 
United States Consul Germain, at Zurich, 
that in a short time, probably within a year, 
the price of this metal will fall to about 
27 cents per pound, so that but three com- 
mercial metals will be cheaper than alu- 
minum—namely, iron, lead and gine. The 
Consul bases this statement upon the fig- 


ures he has collected, showing the produc- 
tion of aluminum and the prospective in- 
Crease of the plants. Last year the out- 
put was 14,740 pounds daily, of which 4,193 
nds daily were produced in the United 
tates. This year the plants will be in. 
creased to bring the daily product up to 
pounds,

Sugar Trust Going Into the Beet Sugar 
Industry to Head Off Ha- 
waiian Competition. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 24.—Com- 
menting upon the result of the recent visit 
of John E. Searles to the coast, the Chron- 
icle says: 

The recent agreement between John E. 
Searles, Secretary of the Sugar Trust, and 
Claus Spreckels, whereby the trust. se- 
cured a large interest in the beet sugar in- 
dustry of this State, has more behind it 
than mere desire to strengthen the position 
of the Sugar Trust with American refin- 
eries, 

The beet sugar industry of California 

threatened the Sugar Trust and both the 
trust and the beet sugar industry were 
threatened with competition by the rich 
planters of Hawaii, whose contract with 
the American sugar refineries will expire 
this year, The planters are backed by an im. 
mensely wealthy syndicate, and if the reci- 
procity agreement between the United 
States and Hawali can be maintained, the 
product of the island plantations will make 
the Pacific coast a controlling factor in the 
price of sugar in the United States, for the 
reason that should the trust malkge excessive 
prices for granulated beet sugar, consumers 
could fall back on the Hawalian planters 
and their friends in San Francisco, who are 
prepared to erect a great refinery here, inde- 
pendent of the trust refineries controlled by 
Spreckels. 
Should the planters of the island be able 
to induce the United States to annex Ha- 
wali, they can, by an outlay of about $25,000 
for each plantation, add to their sugar boil- 
ing plants machinery enough to produce 
granulated sugar and put it on the Ameri- 
can market in competition with the product 
of the trust’s refineries. 


The object of the Sugar Trust in the dea] 
with Spreckels was primarily to head off 
competition from the beet sugar refineries 
of California controlled by Spreckels. That 
was accomplished in the recent transac- 
tion whereby an interest in the Watson- 
ville refinery and interest in other 
sugar industries controlled by Spreckels 
were purchased by the trust, though the 
seller declares that he still holds the con- 
trolling interest.

Four Battalions of the Turkish Army 
Join the Greeks. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, April “4.—The most 
alarming news received from Epirus is that 
four battalions of. Albanians, belonging to 
the Luros division of the Turkish army, have 
mutined and are said to have deserted to 
the Greeks. 

An official dispatch dated to-day from the 
Turkish commander of the army corps al 
Janina, Epirus, announces that after a des- 
perate battle, lasting over seven hours, the 
Turks have captured Fort Beshphoumar, 
where the Greeks were intrenched after 
crossing the frontier and advancing along 


the River Luro. 

Other news received here from Epirus is 
serious. The Greek division which defeated 
the Turks at Fillippiada is continuing its 
march on Janina, near which place a strong 
Turkish force is gathered, and an important 
batle will most likely be fought. 


GREEK WESTERN SQUADRON. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., April 24.—A break 
in the levee twenty feet wide is reported 
at Burton's saw mill, just below Baton 
Rouge, 


Santa Quaranta Bombarded and Tur- 
kish Supplies Destroyed. 


ATHENS, April 24.—A dispatch received 
from the Greek commander in Epirus, Col. 
Manos, announces that the Greeks have 
occupied Kuausades, near Strevina. The 


Greek scouting parties have reached pdints 
close to Fort Pente Pegadia. 

The Greek squadron which bombarded 
Banta Quaranta, left Corfu yesterday morn- 
ing, and on arriving in the Bay of Santa 
Quaranta, immediately formed in line of 
battle. The warships were spread out fan 
shape and the torpedo boats occupied points 
of vantage. Fire was opened with the live- 
liest kind of a cannonade for two hours, 
the great destructiveness of which was soon 
observed in dismantled buildings every- 
where, while the flames broke out in many 

laces. The fire of the Greek gunners was 

irected admirably and no ammunition was 
wasted. The Turkish garrison about noon 
Was seen to have sought refuge in the fort, 
The Turks were supposed to number about 
men. 

The Greek naval commander then decided 
to land a detachment and complete the de- 
Struction of the large quantities of food 
stored there for the use of the Turkish for- 
ces in Epirus. The bombardment by the 
fleet was thereupon redoubled, and under 
this fire a detachment of Greek sailors was 
landed and immediately proceeded to de- 
etroy the stores of the Turks, beginning 
with 1,600 sacks of flour which were found 
on the quays. After rapidly completing this 
work, while the fleet imposed silence on the 
fort, the Greeks set fire to the remaining 
storehouse and destroyed large quantities 
of munitions of war which had been col- 
lected fOr the use of the Turkish forces in 
Epirus. After this work was completed, the 
Greek sailors returned to their ships, leav- 
ing the whole place in flames and bringing 
with them fifty Christians who had hoisted 
a white flag over a house in which they had 
collected. he Greek gunners took special 
care to avoid hitting this building. The 
casualties of the Greeks throughout the 
bombardment and the subsequent landing 
and destruction of - Turkish stores were 
two sailors wounded. 


ADVANCE OF THE GREEKS.

around the 19-foot mark for about three 
days now, and while the strain has been 
terrific, it is nothing {n comparison to the 
anxiety as to what the river is going to do 
next.

The effect is apparent in 
the frequent attempts to cut the levees 
and the redoubled vigilance on the part of 
the defenders, The attempt to blow up the 
Bonnet Carre levee with dynamite was 
probably the work of some crank whose 
mind gave way from terror, although it !s 
blamed on the city of New Orleans. 

A crevasse there would carry off an ocean 
of water into the lakes and thence to the 
gulf. Another favorite and suspected levee- 
cutting spot is at Socolas Canal, about six- 
ty miles below the city, where the water 
would have a barren stretch of four miles 
to reach Lake Borgne, 

More weak levees are reported every day.

Salonica, the objective point of a Greek fleet, is a fortified seaport within thirty hours’ easy steaming of Constan- IER Ee 
tinople. It is close to the active base of operations of the Turkish army and is the principal point from which supplies are 
now being pushed forward to the front. The place is capable of strong defence. Its strategic importance lies in the fact 
that itis the main keep at present of the Turkish army. The war stores not immediately needed at the front are being 
stored in reserve at Salonika. 

An atack on Salonica means diverssion of a large force which might otherwise be occupied on the frontier. The 
water approach to the city admits of the heaviest vessels of the Greek fleet being employed) A stronger force can be 
brought into play here than at Preveza. The Turkish batteries before Salonica are positioned at Point Kara, Tonzla 
Point, Mikra Point, the Bar Spit. and along th® sea wall to the left of the city. At the southern portion of the town is a 
strong bastioned work having full command of the oF 

The entrance to the bay is through an opening of about three miles in width. This passage is covered by the bat- 
teries at Kara Point, but not to a sufficient extent to preclude the passage @f a fleet. Once inside the bay the attacking 
squadrons may employ circle steaming and shell each battery as it comes on, bearing or take positions and hold them 
until the works are silenced. 

The city has a population of about 100,000, which is made up of Jews, Turks and Greeks. Since war broke out this 
number has been greatly reduced. The place is capable of stubborn defense against the attacks of landing parties. 

The Greek move in Salonica may be more to create a diversion from the front than to seriously contemplate the 
landing of an army at Sclonica. In view of the immense superiority of the Turks the landing of a large force would be 
attended by great risk. The batteries before the place may be silenced, but the occupancy of the city itself is another 
matter.

OMAHA, Neb., April 24.—Last night's 
rain added 0.77 inches to the week's rain- 
fall, increasing the total at Omaha since 
Monday to2.79 inches. The reports received 
by the Weather Bureau indicate a rainfall 
of 2.12 inches at Lincoln, 2.30 at St. Joe, 1.45 
at Plattsmouth, and 1.44 at Des Moines. 
The heaviest rain in this section was at

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CIVIC FEDERATION DOES NOT 
TRUST MR. FILLEY. 


HAVE CONFERRED WITH HIM. 


A Representative Citizens’ Ticket Will 
Probably Be Prepared for the 
School Board Election. 


The Board of Directors of the Civic Fed- 
eration:are meeting Saturday afternoon to 
formulate a plan for the special school elec- 


tion. 
The committees appointed to confer with 


the Republican and Democratic party or- 
ganizations relative to their attitude at the 
election are expected to report. The action 
of the Board of .Directors, which corre- 
spogis to an @xecutive committee, will be 
governed by the reports. The board will re- 
port in turn to the Civic Federation Cen- 
tral Council, which will meet early next 
week, and pass on the question of nominat- 
ing a citizens’ ticket. 

The report of the committee which has 
conferred with Chauncey Ives Filley 1s ex- 
pected to include the names of the men who 
will figure on the Republican ticket. Ac- 
cording to Dr. W. W. Bovd, President of 
the Federation, there is reason to believe 


that these pames will be entirely acceptable 
to the Federation. That body will probably 
take no chances, however. According to Dr. 

Beyd, the possibility of changes being made 
inithe Republican ticket before the election 
wfll probably be guarded against by the 
nomination of an independent citizens’ 
ticket. 

“IT think there will be a ticket named by 
the Federation,’ said Dr. Boyd Saturday, 
“because after the Republican ticket has 
been filed with the Election Comm/ission- 
ers, ten days will remain for changes in the 
ticket. So the Republicans could file a 
ticket acceptable in every respect and then 
substitute men who would be altogether 
distasteful. The best plan, In my opinion, 
will be for the Federation to name an in- 
dependent ticket and let the people take 
their .choice. This would insure a good 
School Board. I think there is little doubt 
that good men will be elected.”’ 

Dr. Boyd stated also that he was assured 
that the Democratic City Committee 
wanted a non-partisan ticket, and was w:!]l- 
ing to have it nominated by anyone, the 
Civic Federation or any other organization 
that wished to take the matter up. 

‘It is also claimed that the Renublicans 
feel the same way,’’ added Dr. Boyd. “But 
it appears they want eight Republicans and 
four Democrats on the ticket. I presume 
we will know this afternoon whom they 
will put on their ff8cket. 

“Whether the proportion of eight to four 
will be satisfactory depends upon the char- 
acter of the men on their ticket. If the 
eight Republicans are politicians of a cer- 
tain class, the election of such a ticket 
would not insure the enforcement of the re- 
forms called for by the Civic Federation 
school law. 

‘“T think it is the desire of the Civic Fed- 
eration to secure a Schoo) Board on which 
the political division will be as nearly equal 
as possible. In Kansas City and St. Joe 
each party names six members, which re- 
sults in a bi-partisan board, in fact, but, in 
effect, it is a non-partisan board, because 
of the character of the men selected.”’ 

In regard to the candidacy of women for 
the School Board, Dr. Boyd stated that he 
was in favor of it personallv, but that its 
expediency had not been established. 

Whether the proposed Civic Federation 
ticket would contain the names of women 
would depend upon the action of the Cen- 
tral Council. The Equal Suffragisis are ac- 
tively urging the candidacy of Mrs. M. E. 
Rae and Mrs. Victoria Conkling Whitney, 
now that City Counselor Marshall! has de- 
cided that women are eligible to positions on 
the board. They propose to name a ticket 
of their own if they are ignored on the 
regular tickets. 

he meeting of the Civic 
tion Board of Directors was called 
for an executive § session. Dr. Boyd 
refused Saturday to state the names of those 
who have been consulting with Mr. Filley 
regarding the Republican ticket, on the 
ground that they were appointed at an exec- 
utive session. 

Aside* from the ruling of City Counselor 
Marshall on the eligibility of women to 
membership on the board, the ladies of the 
Equal Suffrage Association sought a pri- 
vate opinion from Attorney Joseph T. 
Tatum. 

After examining the new law and the 
State Constitution, Mr. Tatum held that 
the Schoo) Board law in prescribing quali- 
fications for membership uses the word 
*“citizen’’ without qualifying it by the word 
“male.”’ The fourteenth amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States reads “all 
ersons born or naturalized in the United 
tates and subject to the jurisdiction there- 
of are citizens of the United States and 
of the State where they reside.”’” Art. 7 of 
the constitution of Missouri, in prescribing 
the qualification of voters, uses the phrase 
“male citizen,”’ showing that the term “‘cit- 
izen’’ when unqualified refers to men and 
women alike. The conclusion jis irresist- 
ible that women are qualified under the 
School Board law. 

In this connection Mr. Tatum on examin- 
ing the constitution has discovered an 
amusing anomaly. A woman is not dis- 

ualified by sex from holding the office of 
upreme Judge or Judge of the Court of 
Appeals but the constitution makers have 
limited the office of Circuit Judge to the 
male sex by insisting that the holder of that 
office shall be a ‘qualified voter.”” Mr. Tatum 
in an opinion given to Mr. Ulrich as to the 
new act being a special law wréte: “That 
ome of the legislators intended this act to 

» special or local, is shown by their votes. 
Under this act women can be members of 
this board; but some of the legislators who 
advocated and voted for this act, voted 
Q@gainst a ‘genera!’ bill permitting women 
to be members of school boards.”’

GRAND-JURY MAY INVESTIGATE 
THE ELECTION ROW. 


SCHAUB FEARS TO PROSECUTE. 


Can Stand Having Lamps Thrown at 
Him, but Doesn’t Like to 
Lose Trade, 


There continues to be much comment 
among St. Louis politicians relative to the 
escapade of Bob Cronin, who one day dur- 
ing registration preliminary to the recent 
municipal election threw a lighted lamp at 
Philip Schaub, one of the election judges 
who was on duty at the time of the at- 


tack. 

The fact that Cronin was arrested on a 
warrant sworn out by Schaub and subse- 
quently released without prosecution has 
resulted in renewed agitation, and an effort 
may yet be made to find a way to have 
Cronin legally punished, 

As told in the Post-Dispatch at the time 
of the happening the lamp throwing by 
Cronin was followed by a brief but furious 
battle in which the election judge was 
struck in the face. The trouble occurred 
at 1104 Market street, in John P. Kelleher’s 
plumbing establishment, which was being 
used as a registration place for the precinct 
in which it is located. “vidence of the 
battle still remains on the front of Kelle- 
her’s building. The large plate glass front 
is cracked, and there was other damage 
to such an extent that Kelleher sent a bil! 
of $100 to the Election Commissioners. 

Afterwards the bill was scaled own to 
$73, but even then the Commissioners de- 
clined to allow it on the ground that the 
city was not responsible for the disturbance 
beween Cronin and Schaub. Kelleher was 
told that if City Counselor Marshall pro- 
nounced his claim legal it would be paid. 
No such advice having been given by Mr. 
Marshall, the damage has never been ad- 
justed so far as the Election Commissioners 
are concerned. 

Immediately after the affray Election 
Judge Schaub announced his intention to 
prosecute Cronin, and he secured a war- 
rant for his arrest. As to the exact man- 
ner in which Cronin escaped prosecution, 
conflicting statements are made. 

Prosecuting Attorney Mulvihill, from 
whose office the warrant for Cronin was is- 
sued, stated to a reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch that Election Judge Schaub weak- 
ened on the prosecution. 

“We prepared to enter into the case on 
its merits,’’ said A'tttorney Mulvihill, ‘‘and 
would have sifted it to the bottom but for 
the fact that on the morning of the date 
set for hearing Schaub appeared and _ re- 
quested: nothing be done; or at least he 
made a statement in which he gald in sub- 
stance that he secured the warrant when 
in the heat of anger, and that on more de- 
liberate reflection he had arrived at the 
conclusion that the offense was hardly so 
serious as he had first regarded it. 

While he may not have literally asked 
that the case be not prosecuted, that was 
substantially his request, and it was all 
based on the ground that he had probably 
been too hasty in swearing out a warrant. 
This representation I repeated.to the court 
and the case was dismissed. I have since 
heard further particulars, however, and I 


serious than we at first supposed. We 
have to exercise some care in pusbing cases 
in court for the reason that many of them 
do not amount to anything, the prosecu- 
tion being brought by people while In the 
heat of passion, thereby entailing criminal 
costs when no good can be accomplished. 
We-do not always dismiss a case because 
the prosecuting witness so requests, but 
we do so when the representation made 
seems to warrant such action, and accord- 
ing to what Schaub said the Cronin case 
was an instance of this kind.’’ 

Phillip Schaub, the election judge, was 
reticent when questioned. 

“What is the use of stirring that trouble 
up again?” Schaub asked. Finally he be- 
came more communicative and alked 
rather freely about the affair. ‘‘Yes, Bob 
Cronin threw a lamp at me,” said he, “and 
but for luck in throwing up my arm at the 
right time I would have been badly burned. 
My clothing was soiied with oil from the 
lamp, and in the knocking about with chairs 
that followed Kelleher’s property was dam- 
aged to some extent. I understand, how- 
ever, that he has been recompensed for 
his loss.’’ 

Continuing, Schaub said he did not feel 
like pushing the case. “I was in court on 
the day set for trial,’’ he said, “and was 
willing to prosecute, but my witnesses all 
went back on me. So I don’t want any- 
thing further to do with the case. Jim 
Cronin, a brother of Bob, paid me for the 
damage done to my clothing and as I am 
in business I cannot afford to make ene- 
mies when it will result in doing no good. 
However, if the Election Commissioners 


‘want to take this matter up and proceed 


with it on the charge of interfering with 
an election officer while in the discharge 
of his duty, they can have me for a wit- 
ness. They know where to find me and 
they can compel me to appear at any time 
they desire. In my opinion it is now a mat- 
ter of more concern to the Commissioners 
than to me.” 

Election Judge Schaub conducts a res- 
taurant at 1102 Market street, next door to 
Kelleher’s plumbing establishment, where 
the registration row occurred. When asked 
to give the details of how the trouble 
started, Schaub said: “All there is to it 
is that Bob Cronin got mad because he gatd 
things were not going to suit him. Of 
course he referred to the _ registration. 
There was little preliminary talk. Only a 
few words and then the lamp was hurled 
at me. Shortly afterwards Bob came to me 
and made an apology. He said he was 
sorry that it happened, and I believe he was 
sincere in this statement. But for the ex- 
citement so common in election matters, I 
eagh' Lomete he ever would have done what 

e aid. 

The fact that the case against Cronin was 
dismissed in Judge Murphy’s court does 
not wrevent action by the Grand-jury, and 
it is regarded as seanente that the affair 
will be investigated.

GOVERNMENT BY INJUNCTION. 

A Federal Court has of late been 
recognized as one of the most convenient 
of things when it is desired to restrain 
people, by injunction, from alleged viola- 
tion of the law. But now a new and rad- 
ically different use has been found for 
these tribunals. It has been discovered 
that they can also enjoin officers of the 
law from enforcing a law distasteful to 
a few men representing a private inter- 
est. In other words, Federal Courts can 
be used as well to restrain the enforce- 
ment of law as to prevent its violation. 

This discovery has just been made at 
Indianapolis and Benjamin Harrison was 
the corporation lawyer who led the court 
into it. Judge Showalter decided that, 
pending the decision of the Indiana Su- 
preme Court, the Indiana law making 
three cents the legal fare on Indianapolis 
street cars cannot be enforced. 

Why the law should not remain opera- 
tive until declared unconstitutional is not 
stated. In ordinary cases a law is en- 
forced until pronounced void, but here 
a Federal Court, waiving the question of 
its own jurisdiction, suspends the exe- 
cution of a State law, admittedly in the 
interest of the great mass of people, with- 
out waiting for the courts of proper ju- 
risdiction to pass upon the question of 
its validity. 

So far as many of the Federal Courts 
of this country are concerned the law is 
interpreted according to corporation 
needs. Such courts sometimes reverse 
themselves, for what a corporation don’t 
want to-day it may want to-morrow. 

MERRIAM IS ALL RIGHT. 
fpresentative Merriam of the Illinois 
Psouse has taken the right position 
against the Humphrey bills of infamy. 

Mr. Merriam announces that he is will- 
ing that every measure in which he is 
interested shall be defeated rather than 
allow his desire to promote their passage 
to foree him into the support of bills 
which destroy local self-government.

This 
was a long time ago, and I have forgotten 
the old gentleman's real name, but every- 
body knew him as Uncle Sam. 

In those early days there was very little 
money, and for the sake of convenience in 
making exchanges of produce and property 


“intrinsic value” in such a currency, but it 
answered the purpose for which it was in- 
tended, by furnishing a convenient circulat- 
ing medium for all who wished to buy milk 
from Uncle Sam. 

After a while, as his business grew and 
flourished, Uncle Sam conceived the idea of 
putting his stamp on pieces of lead of cer- 
tain sizes and weights, so as to give them a 
definite and fixed value, each piece being 
good for so much milk. Bits of ecard or 
pieces of paper, cloth, leather or any other 
material that would hold his stamp would 
have been just as good, and perhaps more 
convenient, for it was his stamp that gave 
value to the currency; but the people had 
become accustomed to the use of lead, and 
he did not like to do anything that might 
arouse their prejudices. 

So Uncle Sam bought a stamping machine, 
and when his customers brought their bar- 
lead or bullets to him he cut them up into 
little round checks of different sizes and 
thicknesses and put his stamp on them. One 
size was good for a pint of milk, another 


on account of its convenience, for every 
man who had one of the checks knew by 
Uncle Sam's stamp on its face how much 
milk he could get with it. This gave @ 
definite value to the checks, so that Uncle 
Sam’s hired men were glad to receive them 
in pay for their work, and the people 
brought their cows and hay to him and ex- 
changed them for checks, so that his busi- 
ness grew and flourished wonderfully, and 
everybody was happy and prosperous. 

A great many people even bought farms 
with Uncle Sam's checks, paying down what 
they had and giving their notes for the 
balance, intending to raise hay and sell it 
to him for more checks to pay the notes 
with. Others built factories and railroads 
and steamboats, paying what they could 
and giving their notes for the balance, to 
be paid at future dates in Uncle Sam’s lead 
checks. All this business and building 
created a great demand for labor, so that 
everybody was employed at good wages; 
and as they had plenty of Uncle Sam’s 
checks they bought a great deal of milk 
and had all they wanted and were fat and 
happy. 

But one day in the midst of all this happl- 
ness and prosperity, a company of slick- 
looking rascals came along and stopped at 
Uncle Sam's house. They had the appear- 
ance of foreigners, and put on so many airs 
and talked so smoothly about the “balance 
of trade,” “redemption money,” etc., that 
they made a great impression on their 
s.mple-minded host, who concluded that they 
must be very wise and learned men. They 
laughed at his lead checks, and told him if 
he ever went to Europe he would find that 
they would only be worth so much a pound, 
like wheat or corn; that it would take a cart 
load of them to pay for a night's lodging; 
that he ought to put his stamp on a ma- 
terial that had “intrinsic value,”’ so it would 
circulate in Burope as well as in the country 
where he lived, etc., etc. At first Uncle Sam 
was vexed at their talk, and told them he 
didn’t care to hear any more of it; that he 
was perfectly satisfied to remain in his own 
country; that he and his people were well 
pleased with his lead checks, and that if 
they did not like them they could go to H— 
alifax, or any other convenient place that 
might suit them. 

Then they told him that he ought to stop 
putting his stamp on lead and put it only 
on gold; because all “enlightened”’ business 
men had adopted that rule, and that if he 
wanted his checks to circulate everywhere 
he must use a metal that possessed an “‘in- 
trinsic’ value equal to the denomination 
stamped on the face of the check. Uncle 
Sam studied over this for three or four 


his checks stamped on gold would buy any 
more milk than they would if stamped on 
lead, for he knew very well that it was not 
the lead that made his checks valuable, but 
his agreement to receive them in exchange 
for milk. He argued in his simple off-hand 
way that if this new rule should be adopted 
and he sold a farm the purchaser might re-

| diamonds, so it would be “intrinsically” 
worth the price of the farm. It seemed to 
him that either of these propositions was 
as reasonable as the other; but his guests 
became very gay at his expense when he 
suggested the matter to them. 

Finally they persuaded him that it would 
be wise for him to put himself in line with 
other “enlightened” business men, and so he 
notified his customers that in future he 
would only furnish milk for checks that 
were stamped on gold, and when they 
wanted new checks they must bring the gold 
and have it stamped. Then it transpired 
that nobody had any gold except the slick 
rascals who had persuaded Uncle Sam to do 
So foolish a thing, and the résult was that 
nobody could get any milk without first 
buying gold from them. The people had to 
have milk or starve, and so they began to 
mortgage their farms and factories and rall- 
roads and steamboats to the slick rascals 
for gold, and pretty soon when the mort- 
gages came due they could not get any more 
gold, and the slick rascals raked in every~- 
thing in sight. Those who had given their 
notes for a part of the cost of their farms 
and other property, were entirely helpless 
when the notes came due, for the difference 
in the cost of gold checks and the lead ones 
with which they had originally agreed to 
make final payment, @ all the value 
of their property and left them nothing.

BELGIUM EXROSITION. 


It Has Begun at Brussels Under Fa- 
vorable Circumstances. 


NEW YORK, April 24.—A dispatch from 
Brussels says: With the acclaim of a mul- 
titude, the music of bands galore and the 


reverberations of artillery, the Belgium [n- 
ternational Exposition of 1897 was formally 
inaugurated to-day. King Leopold touched 
an electric button, the machinery of the 
Exposition was set in motion and the enter- 
prise was declared an accomplished fact. 

Preparations for the Exposition have beon 
in progress for several years. The exhibits 
are housed in previously-existing and new- 
ly-erected State buildings tn the parks 
of Dw Cinquantenaire and De Tervuren, 
both of which are connected with the main 
ae by rapid lines of rail and trolley 
cars. here are five hundred acres in the 
latter park, which contains, among other 
things, the entire exhibit from the Congo 
Free State. In the park first named there 
are about ninety acres. The total of space 
under cover is about one hundred and thirty 
thousahd square yards. The Exposition is 
divided into fourteen sections. 

The American exhibit is decidedly credit- 
able. The United States Commissioners 
who were appointed by Secretary Olney are 
Prof. J . re of Columbian University, 
Washington, and Thomas Wilson of the 
National Museum, the latter having for- 
merly been United States Consul at Nice 
and other places in Europe, while Prof. 
Gore was United States Commissioner to 
the Amsterdam and Antwerp exhibitions. 
There are some fine displays of American 
typewriters and bicycles as well as of raw 
materials and canned goods. The prizes do- 
nated by the Government aggregate sixty 
thousand dollars, while there is also a spec-

ACTOR LOCKED UP 
WITHOUT CAUSE. 


A DRUNKEN WOMAN SAID HE 
ROBBED HER. 


MET HER IN EAST ST. LOUIS. 


John J. Mahoney Spent a Night in 
Jail Because He Hearkened 
to a Siren. 


John J. Mahoney, the young man arrested 
Friday night on suspicion of having robbed 
“Mrs. Marie Young of Louisville” in a 
wine-room at Eighth and _ St. Charles 
streets, was released Saturday morning on 
the order of Capt. O'Malley of the Central 


District. 

The Captain inquired about the case and 
summoned Policeman Callahan before him. 
“What right have you to arrest a man on 
the complaint of a drunken woman of bad 


character?’ he said. 

Callahan started to reply, but the Captain 
cut him short and ordered him to have 
Mahoney released at once, 

Friday night about 11 o’clock Callahan 
Was passing a wine-room at Eighth and 
St. Charles streets, A man came to the 
door and told him a woman had been 
robbed. The policeman went in and found 
Mahoney and a woman seated at a table. 
The woman said she was Mrs. Marie 
Young and that Manoney had taken $ and 
a railroad ticket trom her stocking. 

The two were taken to the Four Courts, 
accompanied by the man who had called 
the policeman. 

At the station the woman weakened on 
the stocking story and said the money and 
ticket had been taken from her pocket- 
book. 

She said she had just arrived from Louts- 
ville and was stopping at the Portland Ho- 
tel, 1819 Market street. 

Mahoney was searched, but nothing was 
found on him. He was held as a suspect 
and spent the night in the hold-over. 

e man who had Mahoney arrested gave 
is name as Robert Merkel. He said he lived 
on North Third street, East St. Louis, but 
gave no house number. 
Mahoney was an actor. He has just com- 
pleted a season with F'ate Goodbar's show, 
“‘McFee’s Matrimonial Bureau,” and is stop- 
Ping at the St. James Hotel. 

His story differs materially from the wom-

“I had been to the Relay Depot in East 
St. Louis to see a conductor through whom 
I was to get transportation to Nashville,” 
he said. ‘‘He‘failed to keep the appoint- 
ment and I started back to St. Louis..

She was apparently 
waiting for a rough looking man who was 
in the saloon. She spoke to me and I said:

WAR WAGED IN THE COUNCIL ON 
TOBACCO CHEWERS. 


ACCESSORIES ALSO LIABLE. 


Certain Persons Who See a Man 
. Spit Must Cause His Arrest 
or Be Fined, 


It is going to cost from $5 to $100 to ex- 
pectorate on the floor of any public build- 
ing. It will cost that amount for just one 
spit, and if you keep on spitting the finan- 
cial assessment will be cumulative. 

In addition ‘to that the manager or usher 
of any public place, the street car con- 
ductor, the cab driver or the church war- 
den who sees you expectorate and fails to 
cause your arrest will be himself liable to 
a similar impost. 

All this is provided for in an ordinance 
introduced in the City Council. Ollie Ha- 
gan, the theatrical manager, fathers the 
measure and says it will certainly become 
a law. It was carefully drawn by City 
Counselor Marshall, who has left no point 
uncovered. 

The ordinance is unique in that it is the 
first in the United States—as far as the 
legal lights have been able to determine— 
that provides for the punishment of those 
who witness promiscuous expectoration and 


fail to stop it, as well as the expectorators. 
As it will effect such a multitude, and is so 
oct acted in nature, it is here given in 
ull: 


Section 1. Any person who shall ex- 
pectorate tobacco juice, sputum, spittle 
or saliva in or upon any part or por- 
tion of any church, public building or 
hall, theater, hotel, street or railroad 
car or public conveyance of any char- 
acter, except in a vessel or receptacle 
provided for .such purpose, shall be 
guilty of misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction shall be fined not less than $5 
nor more than $100, and each act of 
such expectoration shall be and con- 
stitute a separate offense. 

Sec. 2. It shal] be the duty of every 
owner, officer, agent or person in charge 
of such church, public building or hail, 
theater, hotel, street or railroad car or 
public conveyance, ta, keep a printed 
copy of this ordinance pasted therein, 
and to cause the arrest of and to prose- 
cute any person who violates the same. 
And in addition thereto it shall be the 
duty of every such owner, officer, agent 
or person in charge thereof to eject such 
person from such church, public buildin 
or hall, theater, hotel, street or railroa 
car or public conveyance who after be- 
ing requested to desist from such viola- 
tion shall persist therein. And such 
owner, officer, agent. or pores in charge 
of such church, public building or hail, 
theater, hotel, street or railroad car or 

ublic conveyance who shall fail or re- 
use to perform the duties hereby cast 
upon him or them shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction there- 
of, shall be fined not less than $% nor 
more than $100. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of every 
police officer or conservator of the peace 
in St. Louis to strictly enforce the pro- 
visions hereof and to arrest and pros- 
ecute any person violating the same 
and also to arrest any person reported 
to him by such owner, officer, agent or 
perees in charge of such church, pub- 
ic building or hall, theater, hotel, street 
or railroad car or public convevance, 
with a violation thereof.
